as a folk humorist and as a civil libertarian who fought against Joe McCarthy and the blacklisting the back in 
the 50s and we know him as a media figure on radio television author of books and we know him also as a 
great communicator he's he Mabel to to convert some redneck sometimes to the progressive way of thinking 
that's a no easy task he's written two books fear on trial about his experiences during the McCarthy era and 
now as they knew him uncensored John Henry Faulk and if you want to spend an evening just laughing your 
guts out and thinking at the same time well this is the book for you because it has so many of the great 
things that we know that the John Henry fog we've heard him and seen him do well it's in prison I'll and you 
can and you there's one thing in there | learned about Johnny | didn't know that he was a scholar John Henry 
you were a scholar back in the University of Texas has profound scholar a man of infinite wisdom and 
scholarship always escape me wide margin you did me that's very kind of you just say | want to correct

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there's no convert I've even converted rednecks you see in my and my way of thinking there are no rednecks 
per se and in an ordinary sense of what we think of rednecks there are rednecks | know that are Phi Beta 
Kappas and ph d--'s at the University of Texas | know some rednecks on and belongs to the president's 
cabinet in fact far as I'm concerned the presidents are redneck at times if my redneck you're referring to 
people who are uninformed on the issues and or have a very backward and punitive attitude to or those more 
positive aspects of our society | didn't mean to correct you but | just it ain't converting rednecks that I've I've 
ever engaged in what I've tried to do always this is communicate some of the joys being alive to people and 
if by that process | somehow get some folks thinking that way then that's more the more the good fortune of 
mine hold that your book up there so you get a good shot and I'll be glad to let me hold it | know it's it's a 
vicious book and way because not only do you read it and you can't put it down like to say but then you 
reread it you reread and you spend so much time with so many great things in there about humor and folk 
humor and I'd like to talk with you about this Craig Hattersley and | in your book they talk about the difference 
of that a folk humorist is compared to other types a comedian or calm a yes what what is the difference well | 
think the reason they they refer to me as a folk humorist is that very early in life | out in South Austin Texas 
here in Travis County | evolved a way of looking at the world that came kind of natural to me came from my 
parents really and from my neighbors who mostly were folk folk they were my mother for instance when | 
was a 
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were my mother for instance when | was a little boy | used to say you know | wouldn't take a million dollars 
for Johnny but | wouldn't give you a dime for a dozen more just like this this gentle put-down you know | 


would oh | love to buy Johnny for what he's worth and sell it for what he thinks he's worth this this way of 
looking at life and and gently you know nudging you back into your when you got too big for your britches 
came naturally to me and | learned very early in life to have to laugh at myself it was a kind of a defensive 
mechanism | was raised out in South Austin in a very ordinary Texas household my father was a lawyer but 
he fancied himself a farmer too so we were raised on a farm we had cows to milk we had a family a black 
family that lived on our place and looked after the heavy work for us and Daddy did his lawyer in over in 
Austin he was quite a performer himself influenced you and you yes he had a very keen sense of satire and 
he was born raised a sharecropper and he had the earth he had that wonderful sense of the Texas earth and 
the humor you see that derived actually from the origins of our society this is what very few people realized 
that's why Mark Twain was such a master of it in the 19th century saw it come to such full bloom with just 
Billings and Bill Nye and others this this use of folk imagery and folk situations to puncture pomposity and 
humbug we were born into a society the first self-governing Society on the face of the earth in modern times 
you know very few people realize this very few people realize that the people 
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very few people realize that the people are sovereign and the government is servant in our society but that is 
basically what those gentlemen 200 years ago set up the people would be the masters and the government 
would be the servant this is a powerful there's something very powerful and those birds in Washington forget 
this see and the ones in Austin forget it and so it one of the ways we managed a hundred years ago 
unfortunately is still kind of hang on there's still a residue of it I'd like to think that I'm a practitioner of this as 
you keep them in line by said hey you are hired hand Ronny you work for me | don't work for you you asked

just think this was 45 years ago that | did no more than that 40 almost a half-century ago I'd been studying 
with Dobie I'd come to admire him a great deal and in fact he was an inspiration to me it's a great man J 


Frank Dobie for those of you that don't know was a professor at the University of Texas but he was also a 
writer and a folklorist and one of the first persons who turned my eyes in Alan Lomax who was a boy raised 
in Austin whose father was a 
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raised in Austin whose father was a great folk law restricted cowboy song they turned my eyes back toward 
Texas and our own culture and what we had created here but the people of Texas black and brown and 
white had created here not not the names that are known and recorded but the names that have never been 
heard but the poetry and music and the and the lovely lovely folk stories and songs that they'd created | got 
very excited over it and | realized we were a cultured people we didn't have to go to the Ivy League colleges 
to get our culture that we had a culture it was a different kind of culture but a rich rich and so fulfilling one and 
that turned me in turn toward the black community that Austin at that time we had a black family living on our 
place and there were a great number of blacks in Austin then but it was a segregated segregated by law then 
and that they it was understood that blacks were to keep their places but as a little boy | had gone to their 
churches with my black friends and heard their singing and knew there was something unusual about it when 
| got up into Toby's class and Bobby had been collecting folklore from from his Mexican Vaqueros the 
Cowboys the Mexican Cowboys down south Tex the songs and their stories and emphasized the importance 
of this there's a look at the real texture of your society this is where it is in those folk stories and in those 
songs | got to tell them about these some of the black friends that | had and particularly the black ministers 
you see most of them were worked farmers they lived on farms and many of them were almost completely 
illiterate or just barely literate but all of them had this gift of great folk imagery and and to evoke almost a milk 
tonic image as they 
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evoke almost a milk tonic image as they preached because the only great literature they had ever 
encountered was the Holy Bible and they took it and rolled their own story and their own hardships into it and 
they knew all the characters of the Bible they were personal friend with little David no man Goliath and old 
Daniel were wandering around there and the wild lions been and and | knew there was something 
magnificent about it and so | went to Dobie and told him about this black friend Dobie was a man of prejudice 
by the way he was very prejudiced about blacks and about Mexicans a they were where they were because 
that's where they belonged in the order of things in history he didn't challenge the segregation or didn't 
challenge the any of the racist and justices that existed and were taken for granted then but any rate | got 
telling about this black Minister and he said and and | quoted the black minister who who was a Sunday 
before it said go down angel consume the flood snuff out the Sun and turn the moon to blood go down angel 
and close the dope times have been shamed be no more and Dobie said where is that man | said he's at that 
little church friendly with a Baptist Church in South Austin he said will you take me to hear him and from that 
that was in 1935 from then on Dobie took a very active interest and encouraged me and that's how | came to 
write my thesis 10 Negro sermons the word Negro was way of desert if you were progressive and 
enlightened what he designated our black citizens then otherwise you called them colored or - very 
patronizing words you see but | wrote these sermons | took these sermons down verbatim and include two 
other men 
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down verbatim and include two other men are in my book but you notice that they're written in in phonetically 
and in dialect and | was very concerned over that when my editor down at the Texas Monthly who published 
this book it takes his monthly press said look we want to do him just the way you wrote them and | said well 
that's that was 50 years ago and that's the way you wrote black speech then but it sounds too much like 
Amos and Andy to suit me I'm uncomfortable with letting these things go out that way they said no we the 
integrity of it is the important thing and that's the way they were written and that's the way you should do 
them if you that's the way that should be published in your book and that's the reason they're written that way 


it's the only way | could devise 50 years ago of catching the cadence in the rich folk imagery and the 
nuances the zest that | felt as | sat there and listen to these magnificent men with the absolute milk tonic 
splendor preaching in some little church it was leaning sideways down the bottoms and no one at this time 
you understand was collecting this material folklore collecting was not that was confined to a very academic 
exercise and confined to an esoteric few at the in the inter upend academic community in your book you also 
have a lot of stories that are not political in nature but just funnier in hell and for instance like the Ben 
Rutledge story yes you tell us that way they've been writers | have this imaginary town of that | created called 
pear orchard Texas and it's it's right there between 
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right there between everybody knows where it is here in Texas it's right between El Paso and Texarkana and 
it's the regular Texas town and | have nine | have a nine or ten citizens that | discussed there Liz | do their 
parts on the stage and this one-man theater | did and Ben Rutledge | Drive in he's one of the first citizens | 
met there | drove into 2 power Archer too and as the edge of town | came to this little filling station grocery 
store and filled up to get directions down to the courthouse and it was a an unremarkable filling station 
grocery store there was a man leading sitting in straight-back chair pushed back against the wall dozing with 
his hat about half over his face and in the gravel walkway there was a little boy playing stick horse ona 
double-barrel shotgun ride it's a stick horse galloping up there and that was very impressive as far as | was 
concerned and so as | stopped at the gas pump | wasn't didn't guess this was going to ask direction this man 
came down in his chair | said wait no don't get up mister | just want to get directions | don't want gas you 
know I can give you directions heap cheaper not give you gasoline and | said well can you tell me how to get 
down to the courthouse yes sir | sure can tell you how to do down there you go down at their third red light 
and Marvin honey pop has asked you not to ride that shotgun around like that it ain't no stick holocene ain't

realize that very few very few even political commentators realized that this was the first time it was ever 
used to describe a political opponent by McCarthy he said we'd lived under 20 years of treason and old dick 
Nixon echoed that you know they found that paid off in political paydirt and if you you can understand the 
poison of it and how had a great cost it has been to us and the American in an American society now in our 
society after all it cost us the Vietnam War the Watergate institutionalized secrecy in government 
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institutionalized secrecy in government it had a terrible cumulative effect on our society john henry in your 
book also you not only have things that are you know funny and a lot of political humor and satire you have

fields primitive people people that were struggling and | almost just to stay alive and we've never really 
stopped and examined what we did what a desolating terrible thing we did over there to those be we still 
have it today you know the boys that draft the Agent Orange Agent Orange award from these these chemical 
companies that manufactured it to go over there and spread it over that land they've won a degree of 
sympathy and they've also won lawsuit they're being awarded something some compensation for the 
suffering of themselves and their families for this Agent Orange that our own government visited on but what 
about the millions of Vietnamese people who had this poured on them in their homes what about the 
disfigured children over there today we don't even pay any mind to him it's only we never was there we still 
have a self-righteous pompous behavior and to think that the President 
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behavior and to think that the President of the United States would say this is our it was a noble war 
nonsense this 10th anniversary we've just been celebrating shame on us we got better than that in us none 
of us have talked about what we did to them we're talking mostly about that | have a great sympathy for
